Th  is  year  has  not  meant  just  another  round  of  routine  duties  for  Dr.  Rail,  President  of 
North  Central.  He  has  been  confronted  with  new  problems  and  responsibilities  during 
this  "college  as  unusual"  term. 

When  Uncle  Sam  selected  schools  for  his  A.S.T.P.  Units,  North  Central  was  among  them. 
New  duties  demanded  attention:  Bolton  hiall,  Kaufman  hHall,  and  a  part  of  the  Merner 
Field  House  had  to  be  converted  into  barracks,-  it  was  necessary  to  secure  more  instructors,- 
living  quarters  had  to  be  found  for  the  women  who  had  formerly  lived  in  the  dormitories,- 
the  basement  of  Johnson  Hall  had  to  be  mode  into  a  cafeteria.  It  took  tireless  effort  to 
accomplish  all  that!  However,  the  cooperation  of  the  faculty  under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Rail  did  accomplish  it — North  Central  was  equipped  to  accommodate  and  instruct  Army 
Specialized  Training  Men  when  they  arrived  on  campus  in  August. 

It  has  also  been  a  terrific  job  to  keep  North  Central  moving  along  with  that  as  usual 
air  in  spite  of  a  decreased  enrollment  and  the  "subject  to  change"  status  of  most  civilian 
men  at  school.  However,  Dr.  Roll  has  carried  on  with  his  usual  persistence  in  keeping 
North  Central  in  good  standing.  He  has  also  taken  great  pains  to  keep  up  with  the  reg- 
ulations of  numerous  draft  boards  which  hove  been  A-1  factors  in  determining  the  courses 
of  theological,  pre-med,  chemistry,  and  engineering  students.

STUDENT  COONCIL 


The  Spectrum  bookcase  is  a  voice  box  of 
tradition  and  time-honored  organizations.  It 
can  talk  about  parties  or  classes  or  people 
or  things.  Somewhere  within  its  bound  volumes 
a  voice  whispers,-  it  becomes  louder,-  it  speaks! 

"North  Central  today  has  a  high  type  of 
Student  Council  which  is  the  medium  of  student 
opinion  in  all  matters."  These  words  come  from 
the  1928  Spectrum.  (Dr.  Haag  was  editor 
then). 

"The  three-fold  purpose  of  our  student  self- 
government  is  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of 
student  body  decorum,  to  provide  means  of  ex- 
pression for  scudent  opinion,  and  to  enable 
students  themselves  to  regulate  all  matters  not 
strictly  academic."  This  phrase  is  from  the 
1924  Spectrum. 

"The  Student  Council  is  filling  a  great  need 
and  that  is  becoming  more  firmly  established 
each  year."  This  sentence  is  from  the  1923 
Spectrum. 

The  voice  of  the  bookcase  speaks  of  the 
wealth  of  tradition  and  determination  in  back 


of  our  student  government.  The  voice  from 
the  Spectrum  typewriter  acknowledges  that 
truth  and  wishes  to  add  a  few  words.  In 
1943-44  the  Student  Council  has  played  a 
VI  to  I  role  just  as  it  has  since  the  day  when  it 
was  created  in  1919.  This  year  it  has  carried 
out  its  traditional  tasks  and  also  assumed  new 
resDonsibilities. 

The  Student  Council  promoted  the  big  events 
of  the  school  year  which  are  underscored  on  the 
"activity  calendar:  hlomecoming.  College  Day, 
and  the  activities  of  the  first  week  of  school. 
It  also  assumed  responsibility  for  electing  editors 
and  business  managers  of  the  school  publi- 
cations, student-comptroller,  chairmen  for  Home- 
coming, War  Council  Chairman,  etc. 

New  duties  have  helped  adjust  the  campus 
to  its  war-time  basis.  Representatives  from  the 
A.  S.  T.  P.  have  helped  out  in  this  respect. 

Soon  the  voice  of  the  typewriter  will  be 
another  voice  in  the  bookcase  as  it  joins  the 
chorus  which  speaks  of  the  value  of  student 
government  at  North  Central. 
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WAR  COUNCIL 


It  is  hoped  that  this  organization  will  not 
be  in  existence  next  year.  Perhaps  no  year- 
book has  ever  said  that  before,  hlowever,  we 
say  it  in  all  sincerity  because  when  the  war  is 
over  the  War  Council  can  close  up  shop  and 
coll  it  quits!  But,  until  that  "shining  hour  , 
North  Central's  War  Council  will  continue 
domg  its  bit  and  best  to  help  out  in  the  war 
effort. 

In  the  final  analysis  "bit"  is  a  lot.  Modern 
warfare  mokes  many  demands  which  this  coun- 
cil has  tried  to  answer.  College  students  as 
well  as  defense  workers  must  buy  bonds  and 
defense  stamps  if  the  war  is  going  to  be  fi- 
nanced. Unlike  defense  workers,  though, 
most  college  students  don't  hove  big  pay 
checks.  Consequently  the  council  has  hod  to 
put  on  the  pressure  to  promote  bond  and  stamp 
sales. 

The  business  of  keeping  the  service  men  s 
honor  roll  up-to-date  is  also  one  big  job.  It 
takes  pains,  patience,  and  perseverance  to 
keep  track  of  the  changes  of  address  and  rank 


of  North  Central  soldiers,  sailors,  marines,  and 
flyers. 

A  blood  drive  doesn't  automatically  meet 
with  a  big  response  of  doners.  People — even 
college  students — hove  to  be  convinced  of  the 
value  of  giving  blood  and  of  the  dire  necessity 
for  it.  That  takes  explanations  and  propa- 
ganda; that  represents  another  very  worthy 
task  of  the  council. 

Students  who  hove  spent  their  hard  earned 
cold  cosh  for  books  don't  give  them  up  just 
because  of  a  feeble  request  to  help  the  W.S.S.F. 
or  the  prisoners  of  war.  They  must  be  made  to 
see  the  need  which  faces  hungry  minds.  Then 
they  will  be  generous. 

The  War  Council  is  North  Central's  means 
of  bringing  the  war  home.  It  has  kept  students 
mindful  of  the  needs  and  demands  of  modern 
warfare  which  they  too  must  feel  responsible 
for.  When  the  war  is  over  the  War  Council 
can  quit  but  until  then  it  will  keep  on  doing  its 
best  to  help  hasten  the  day  of  final  victory.

Also  a  number  of  seminary 
students  are  active  members  in  the  organization. 

Pi  Gamma  Mu  is  an  active  group.  Meetings 
are  filled  with  scholarly  discussions  and  gen- 
uine interest  in  society.

The  above  dialogue  is  an  example  of  the 
literary  dissection  which  goes  on  at  Sigma  Tau 
Delta  meetings.  The  manuscripts  which  each 
member  brings  to  the  monthly  meetings  ore 
given  a  thorough  going-over,  the  good  and 
bad  features  are  pointed  out  and  suggestions 
are  made  for  their  improvement.  While  these 
sessions  may  sound  brutal  to  beginning  writers, 
they  really  are  not.

The  society  furnishes  a  proving  ground 
for  literary  talent,  and  the  final  test  comes 
when  some  of  the  work  is  accepted  for  publi- 


cation in  The  Rectangle,  the  quarterly  collection 
of  the  best  writings  of  the  organization.  Several 
of  our  efforts  have  been  printed,  much  to  the 
pride  of  the  North  Central  chapter.  The  motto 
of  Sigma  Tau  Delta  is  Sincerity,  Truth,  and 
Design"  which  the  members  try  to  keep  in  mind 
at  all  times  in  their  writing.  Their  aim  is 
perfection  in  these  three  ideals. 

The  national  organization  was  founded  at 
Dakota  Wesleyan  University  in  1924  and  Sigma 
Gamma,  North  Central's  chapter  of  Sigma  Tau 
Delta,  was  organized  in  1931.  To  become  a 
member  of  this  honorary  English  fraternity,  a 
student  must  be  an  English  major  and  have  a 
B  average  in  all  subjects.
